of liberty is preserved the right of a 
person arrested to a speedy sccnfia- 
tion and trial is, or ought to be, a 
fundamental law, as it is a rale of 
civilization. 


At any rate, wo hold thia to ba so, 


and this is one of the rights which we 
undertake to guarantoo to any na- 
tive born or naturalized citizen of 
ours, whether he be imprisoned by 
order of tho czar of Russia, or under 
' the pretest of n law administered for 
the benefit of tho landed aristocracy 
of England. 


We do not claim to make laws for 


other countries, but we du insist that 
whatsoever those laws may be. they 
shall, in the interest of human free- 
dom and the rights of mankind, so 
far as they involve the liberty of, our 
citizens, be speedily administered, 
Wo have a right to say, and do say, 
that mere suspicion, without exam- 
ination or trial, is not sufficient to 
justify the long imprisonment of a 
citizen of America. Othar nations 
may permit their citizens to be thus 
imprisoned. Ours will not. iAcd 
thie, in effect has been solemnly de- 
clared in statute. 


We have mot here to-night to con- 


sider this subject and to inquire in 
to the cause and tho reasons and jus- 
tice of the imprisonment of certain 
of our fellow-citizens now held in 
British prisons without the semblance 
i>f a trial or legal examination. Our 
law declares that the government 
shall act in such cases, iiut the 
people are the creators of the gov- 
ernment.

survivors ol the Lady Franklin 


Bay expedition. Sergeant Bllisou 
had lost both hands and feet by frost 
bite, BuJ died July 6, at Godhaven, 
three days after amputation, which 
hud become imperative . Seventeen 
of the twenty-five persons composing 
the expedition perished of starvation 
at the point where they were found. 
One was drowned while sealing to 
procure, food. Twelve bodies of the 
daad wore rescued, and are now on 
board the Thetis" and the Bear. One 
Esquimaux, Turvevik, was buried at 
Disco, in socordance with the desire 
of the inspector of western Green- 
land. 


Five bodies buried in the ice fort 


near the camp, and which were swept 
away to the sea by the winds and 
currents before my arrival, could not 
be recovered. 


The names of the dead, recovered, 


with the date of their death, are as 
follows: Sergeant Gross, January 1, 
1884; Wedenok, an Esquimaux, April 
5; Sergeant Liun, April 6; Lieuten- 
ant Lockwood. April 9; Sergeant 
Jewell, April 12; Private Ellis, May 
19; Sergeant Ealston, May 23; Pri 
vate Henry ,Jnne 6 jPrivate Schnaider, 
June 18.

Mr. Greely abandoned Fort Con- 


ger. August 9, 1883. and reached 
Baird inlet on September 29, follow- 
ing with hie entire party well. He 
abandoned all his boats and was on 
an ice floe in Smith's Sound . 


ADRIFT THIRTY DAYS. 


His permanent camp was establish- 


ed October 21, 18S8, at the point 
where he was fovnd. During nine 
mouths his party had to live upon a 
scant allowance of food brought from 
Fort Conger, that was cached at Pay 
er Harbor and Cape Isabella by Sir 
George Narea in 1875, but was found 
much damaged by the lapse of time;
